It 
is H natural rule that the Increase of 
the supply of anything makes It cheap- 
er. This IB as true of money, ns of 
coal or potatoes! The result was that 
this plentiful supply of paper money 
made nioney cheap. 
In other njards, 


people who had^onsumable goo3s to 
Bell would not exchange them for ea 
small a quantity of the cheap money 
an of the old-fashioned money, backed 
by gold. This meant that prices rose. 
ThB United Slates experienced Infla- 
tion of currency but of a milder char- 
acter. 
The gold standard was not 


abandoned here. Prices rose in this 
country .100 or 200 per cent In some 
cnses, but In Europe they ^rose thou- 
sands of per cent.

Exchange'Hurtt Europe.\ 


A further result wns that European 


n'finey, being cheaper and more plenti- 
ful than American money, foreign ex- 
change became unfavorable to Europe. 
That Is, European nioney would not 
buy as much here as American money 
would buy In Europe. 
'There Is a'ltw of economics known 
«s Qresham's law" which lays down 
the rule that 'where Iwo kinds of 
money ire'In circulation tnd one Is 
much Inferior In value to the other, 
the more, valuable'type wlltiretlre. 
Ptople whu hxv« It,''believing It tO'be 
of greater value'and therefore more 
wurlh' keeping, will hoard It away. 
This wns done to i great extent all 
over Bur«ps. 
A« the Inflation pro-- 


(re«ed, peopli who had gold pieces or 
•V.rer nibney or piper money of'na- 
tions In better financial shape than 
their own hid this wealth away and 
used the more plentiful'cheap paper 
currency. 


The extent to which European In- 


flation lisa gone i* notorious. 
The 


European, news cables feyery: day say 
sometlilng'of the difficulties'.being ex- 
perienced as a result of the inflation.1 
The KUSB!an ruble and the German 
rna'rk are favorite comic picture and 
vaudeville theater Jokes because they 
have become so cheap. It now costs 
more than 100,000 rubles to buy a 
meal In Russia. 


The German mark, which hrnorrn'nl 


times wns worth at whnt is called the 
par of exchange, nearly a quarter in 
American money now Is so cheapened 
that yon can buy three marks for an 
American penny. The Austrian crown 
has been as cheap as 3,000 for $1. A 
$10 bill of American money In Russia 
would exchange for enough rubles to 
make what would have been n Rus- 
sian fortune before the war. 


Trade, 
especially 
International 


trade, has become very difficult under 
these conditions. The problem of re- 
storing these currencies to something 
like normal value has perplexed Euro- 
pean financiers and economists ever 
since the Inflation started." It is one 
of the big questions before the Genoa 
conference which 1ms been called to 
solve- European economic nnd'politlcal 
problems. The United States declined 
an Invitation to this i-onference, part- 
ly because of the danger of becoming 
involved In so unstable n condition of 
affairs as that created by the cheap 
currencies.

What economists see In this devel- 


opment Is the possibility ot a gradual 
revolution In European 
currencies.

other good money. Consequently they 
will try to get hold of as much of this 
foreign money as possible. 


In early days in liuropo this saiuo 


phenomenon occurred. Money Issued 
at tho great banking centers of Ven- 
ice, Antwerp and a few other cltlei 
came Into general use all over Kurope, 
displacing cheaper native .currencies

000 years.

cient Babylon there was the sexagesl- 
mal system based upon the count

sixties and originating In the dttcpvery 
that there Is DO number which has <» 
many divisions as CO, for It can ta 
divided without a remainder by. 2, », 
4, 5, 6, 10, 12, 15, 20 and SO. 


Babylonians divided the sun's path 


Into 24 parasangs, a parasang being 
about four and a half-miles. The as- 
tronomers of that. time In Babylon 
compared the prsgress of Ilia sun dur- 
ing one hour to the progress that 
would be made by a good walker In 
the same length of time, each going 
about one parasang, or four and one-" 
half miles. Thus the whole co'urss 
of the eun, so the wise astronomers 
of Babylon thought, was 24 parasangi 
or 360 degrees or 24 hours, and each' 
parasang or hour was" divided Into GO 
parts, which we call minutes. 


The story Is that nippnrchus, Ike

Why Douyh It Kneaded. 


If bread should be baked out of un- 


kneaded dough, or without yeast or 
baking-powder, It would turn Imn a 
hard, indigestible mass. 
Kneading 


makes bread or cake spongellkc In 
structure—that Is, full of holes; for 
the process entraps particles of air, 
which expand during baking and puff 
up the dough. In the case of baking- 
powder, the addition of water causes 
the tartarlc acid In the powder to act 
on the baking soda (sodium acid car- 
bonate) to generate bubbles of carbon 
dioxide Inside the dough. These, too, 
expand upon baking, filling the cnke 
with numerous holes. The yeast, as 
it lives and grows In the dough, gives 
off carbon dioxide. The result on the 
dough Is the same as before.—Popular 
Science Monthly.
